‘The schools are in session again throughout the coun- 
try. This in itself may give special interest to a talk 
which Samuel B. Pettengill, a former Congressman and 
a well-known writer on public affairs, made some time 
ago before the Cum Laude Society of the Vermont 
Acadenty. 

Mr. Pettengill’s theme is that the essence of life is 
struggle. He takes a dim view of that’ commonly-held 
attitude which causes parents to try to make life easier 
for their offspring than it was for them. And he takes 
the dimmest possible view of what is generally.known 
as the welfare state, with ail the expensive buffers it at- 
tempts to place between people and adversity. He says: 
“In recent years, society has gone ‘nuts’ on the pusillan- 
mous cult of ‘security’, guaranteed by government; in 
short, a nation of parasites. The illusion of the age is 
that people can vote themselves rich. It is a supersti- 
tion that ‘social security’ depends on the promises of 
puliticians, not on the character, competence and cour- 
age of men. It is a fable and a fraud that the out-put 


__.of society can be_greater_than the in-put of indivii 


~ uals” 

Guing on from this, Mr. Pettengill feels it is woefully 
wrong when, for example, labor unions say, in effect, 
to their members, “Take it easy. Dono more than 
enough to stay on the payroll.” And he is deeply. con- 
cerned over the fact that young people, in applying for 
their first jobs, often ask such questions as_ thése: 
“When will I begin to draw:a pension? How many 
coffce-hreaks in a day? How- many-paid holidays? . If 
I worked more than 40 hours .. . do I get time-and-a-

distinguished men who exalted struggle above almost 
everything else. One is Emmanuel Lasker, for many 
yéars world champion at the most difficult-of all games, 
chess. Lasker, who had’ shown brilliance as a mathe- 
matician and philosopher, was asked why he had given 
so much. of his life to this.game..~He answered!. “The 
chessboard is a symbol of life — of all life. The essence 
of life is struggle. Take struggle out of chess, or out_of 
ife, and what is_left? .In-chess I-have.. found-happi-| 
ness.” Mr. Pettengill’s own advice to parents follows
